THEE HEADCOATS 


This interview took place at Under Acme in NYC in 1998. Billy let me sit in 
on an interview that he was doing-so what follows is an interview of Billy 
with bona fide press with me interjecting here and there. I did not 
distinguish between myself and the other interviewer as I did not get that 
person s name - but most of this interview was done by this person. 
However 1 did get to do one on one interviews with Bruce and Johnny later 
on that night and the results of those conversations are printed here. 

DD So of all the things you do. How would you classify yourself? A 
painter, writer, a musician? 

BC: Well I probably fancy myself as a painter but ultimately I 
don’t want to be anything. 

DD: You don’t want to be anything you just want to be yourself. 

BC: Well. I mean what can you say? You don’t want to be what you do, 
do you? That’s a bit boring. And you don’t want to be a professional 
because that means it’s going to get really dull. So I’m an amateur. 

DD: But when people would talk about your painting and they talk about 
your writing do they ever bother you that they talk about your music in the 
same breath? 

BC: No it doesn’t really bother me. I think like it bothers me is if 
the thing is half intelligent or not You know you get a lot of things 
written you don’t understand why anyone wants or write it or anyone 
wants to read it. But that goes across the board with everything. Music and 
art and everything really - - television. 

DD: If it’s not written correctly, there’s no point in doing it really. What 
made you want to get started playing music and being creative. The 
beginning was - music the first thing you started doing? 

BC: No well I suppose like you do pictures when you’re a little 
kid. I got interested in music first things I remember hearing 
were Dusty Springfield and then the Beatles. That was when I 
was about 3 or 4.1 suppose the Beatles would be the first ones 
really ‘cause I had a Beatles toy guitar and a wig when I was 5 and stuff so 
like that was the idea that you could do music. And then I wasn’t able to 
sing in a school choir or anything. It wasn’t until punk rock came around 
until it turned out that there was a chance for me to do something. 

DD: Isn’t that great that whenever you ask anyone’s musical influences 
they almost always mention the Beatles across the board. 

BC: Yeah well the thing with me is that I never used to because I didn’t 
used to mention the Beatles as a influence because in a big way they 
w eren’t but then I started to think to be really honest it’s one of the things 
that I saw early on. They were more of an inspiration. It’s like more 
inspirations they’re all really boring like Beatles and Sex Pistols and things 
like that. They are not influences. 

DD: Right they wouldn’t translate right into the music. 

BC: That’s right. 

DD: Well talk about those guys like obviously - Link Wray and guys like 
that. What do you take from that? 

BC: The thing that Link Wray did for us was like the idea of exciting 
sound, I suppose. Try to get interested in sound and the smallness of 
exciting sound and the importance of how things are recorded and like the 
unimportance of volume and then the terrible mistake of rock music. 

DD: (laughs) I was going to ask what came first poetry or writing songs 
for a band. 

BC: I suppose poetry a bit. Like I used to write nursery rhymes and stuff 
and I was a bit interested in school. I used to like to write stories a bit so I 
got a bit into that. Then 1 never really considered song writing to be like 
poetry. 1 always considered it slightly different. You know like you have a 
really good song with really crap lyrics but you can’t have a really good 
poem with really crap lyrics. You’ll just have a crap poem. 

DD: But you’ve tied it in now with some of your poems you’ve turned 
into songs and - 

BC: In some pathetic way yeah occasionally. And there is obviously room 
for some sort of cross-over. But it’s not something that goes hand in glove 
by a long measure. 

DD: What’s the official tally on the number of records? 

BC: I don’t know. 18 plus LPs. 

DD: Someone must keep track for you? 

BC: Yeah someone that does a webpage in England they plight have some 
idea. 

DD: What was your first band called? What was it like? 

BC: It was called the Pop Rivets. It started in 1977 and it was sort of 
like...it was a bit like a rock’n’roll punk rock group. 

DD: Did you put out any stuff? 

BC: Yeah. We did about 3 albums or so. There’s a live album of’77 that 



just came out last year 20“ anniversary. But it was only on vinyl and there 
aren’t many of them. 

DD: Was there a grace period between that and the Milkshakes and or was 
it kind of immediate. 

BC: Yeah there was a bit of grace but not much. There was a group called 
the Dead Beats for a while in about the 1980s. 

DD: I ve been reading-notebooks there’s a part in there where 

he s talking about the spirit of writing and he really gets into this whole 
thing where he feels like if he writes one thing he’ll be compelled to write 
more and more and more until you become a professional writer. How 
does that conu-adict you putting out so much stuff and being so prolific? 
BC: Well being prolific is nothing to do with being professional as I’m 
sure my critics will agree (laughs). If you’re doing the thing for the fun of 
it -1 mean the reason people don’t put out so much stuff is that it’s 
unprofessional to put so much out. It’s actually a professional move to 
only do an album every two years. 

DD: Make people wait for it. 

BC: Yeah and so like you can’t get so and so record cause the thing has 
got to be marketed and what we do is nothing to be marketed nor 
professional. See like my fear of professionalism or my loathing of 
professionalism is nothing to do with like the idea actually of what we put 
rnto the work. It’s actually the idea of being professional and therefore 
have a mortgage and protect your career. And that’s where professionalism 
tails flat on its face and why things are so deadly dull. 

DD: So you still see yourself as an amateur. It becomes less art 
BC: Yeah We talk about credibility and it sounds like sort of an abstract 
idea. I really mean it does change it. It’s not as oh people don’t think 
you re credible anymore. The thing is you just won’t be able to be as free 
h°mited reatlVe ' An amatCUr Can d ° an y* hin 8- A Professional is severely 
DD: He always has to worry about backlash. 

BC: Or the fact that it is being marketed. You’re not allowed to release 
certain things. You can’t do certain things. It’s sort of like you work out 
what your market is and then you settle on that. All greats in any era 
always acted on a amateur level. It’s always quickly absorbed by the 
professional. 

DD: I just want to ask a basic question because people might not be too 
amiliar with you. What is a headcoat and what is the significance of it 9 
BC: A headcoat is a deerstalker hat - a Sherlock Holmes hat and they’re 
used in stalking deers and that’s the significance of it. As many deers out 
there that need stalking. 

DD. When you say deers do you mean females? 

BC: Heck I just mean deers. 

DD: I’m reading more into it I guess. 

BC: Maybe. 

DD: So with the whole independent record world with the whole indie 
measuring tape would you agree to whether or not you sell out if you don’t 



sell out as a recording artist or as a writer as an actor. Any kind of creative 
person. You don’t have sell out you have this kind of indie credibility. 

What kind of stock do you put in that? 

BC: Not a great deal. 1 mean like I would probably lose my indie 
credibility as fast as possible. Actually we’ve-been on Sony in Japan and 
we’ve been on Columbia in Japan. We never got any money. I’ve got no 
problem if they had given us money for what we did. Most people won t 
give you money to do what you do. They’ll give you money for something 
else. That’s why we are the way we are. The idea of credibility has no 
currency with me. I mean it doesn't mean anything for me. It” sort of like 
some convenient word for people. I don't try and be credible. 

DD: So the cult status you kind of have here is not necessarily enjoyable 

just for that. . 

BC: Oh it’s very nice. I’m very happy to have it and it s highly enjoyable 

at that but it’s not something like I’ve tried to - 
DD: Cultivate 

BC: -- cultivate. Yeah that’s right. These things aren t issues. You know 
like the issue is if you can do what you do and if you can do what you do 
and get money off some vast corporation for doing it as well then that s 

even better if you can use that creatively. Of course it’s very unusual for 
that to happen and it’s probably not going to happen. Some people will be 
quite happy to be able to maintain their so-called credibility. I do yoga. I 
don't drink. I’m in a monogamous relationship and I don’t like rock’n roll 
lifestyle- I’ve got no credibility and I don’t want any rock’n’roll 
credibility. Rock’n’roll credibility is just boring to me. 

DD: When did you step out? 

BC: I stepped out a long time ago and l was never ever really in. 

DD: Is this the original line-up of Thee Headcoats? How would you 
describe Thee Headcoats? 

BC: It’s not quite the original - it’s the one we’ve been the happiest with 
the longest. Johnny’s been with [a long time] - we’ve had a couple of 
different bass players. Thee Headcoats I’d say we are a punk rock r’n’b 
combo, I suppose - a simple group that doesn’t rehearse much - at all 
actually. 

DD: Just when you’re going to record or? 

BC: No. we don’t rehearse. We play once a month in London. We haven’t 
rehearsed for about the past four or five years. When we make an album 
we play the song for one month and then we record it and that’s why when 
[we] go along and play gigs and everyone asks to play our songs we don’t 
know what the fuck they are and no one believes us! 

DD: (laughs) l was going to say you have so many songs how can you 
keep track. 

BC: Yeah especially since some of them we never played with Johnny on 
it. 

DD: So talk about a little bit the complexities of running your own show 
and scheduling your own gigs and pretty much handling everything 
yourself. Is it more of a headache? 

BC: No no. It’s much better than having an agent trying to make you 
work every night. And we’re interested in time off relaxing and not being 
on the road. I don’t like rock’n’roll lifestyle. Our drummer likes 
rock’n’roll lifestyle. He makes up for it if he can. Johnny doesn’t mind a 
bit. But I’m completely square or straight. I don’t want to be on the road. I 
don’t like touring. 

DD: Will you enjoy this time here? 



BC: Yeah 1 like playing a little bit. Though it's never quite how 1 like it 
but love to play to people who want to hear us play and that’s nice. But 
it s not fair to people if you play these long tours and you’re pretending to 
feel it and you know I don’t like pretending. I like to mean it because 
people come to see something. They should see the real thing and that's 
what we try to do. 

DD: I notice one of the guys in your band has a Link Wray tattoo. I guess 
you guys are really big fans. Did you get to see Link Wray recently on this 


BC: No no I haven’t. Johnny’s got the Link Wray tattoo - he’s a very 
good guitarist. He’s our bass player but he’s probably a fan of Link Wray 
I think he saw him a few years ago. Bruce has a couple of albums with 
Link Wray. I’ve actually had no dealing with him whatsoever because I’m 
the most pathetic fan there is. I can’t manage to be a fan of anybody nor 
have I tried. 

DD: Well he played at Tramp’s recently and he was fantastic 

BC: I don t like rock shows. I’m just not worth talking to about music 

‘cause I’ve got nothing good to say about it. 

DD: I mean the stuff that Jimmy Reed that you just did. It’s almost seems 
as if you feel you owe people something. 

BC: I’m a fan of some of their work. Jimmy Reed is a pretty easy person 
to be a fan of ‘cause he’s dead and he didn’t really do a lot of bad* material. 
My favorite is Jimmy Hendrix and a lot of the stuff that I like I don’t like 
very much and after '68 you can sort of like forget about it. So I’m a big 
fan of somebody and like 20% of their output. So I can’t understand this 
when people are fans of things that means they like everything that they've 

done - or feel they ought to. It’s like_was saying the other day 

about a lot of these record collectors - it gets a bit like stamp collecting. It 
is stamp collecting and it’s mindless and they like it. They don’t care what 
they’re collecting. It could be records. It could be fucking stamps. 

DD: Does that go for the people that have all your records too? 

BC: (smiles) Uhm. I won’t comment. 

DD: (laughs). 

BC: I’ll tell you something though. When they turn up with 50 or 80 
sleeves and ask me to sign all of them well I end up getting pissed. But 1 
can t change these - I mean I’m not saying these people should be banned 
or anything. I’m just saying that what they do is collecting. Many of them 
can’t help it. 

DD: It’s compulsive. 

BC: Yeah it’s compulsive yeah it’s like masturbation. 

DD: What’s your favorite record that you ever did? 

BC: I like ‘In Tweed We Trust’ a lot. I think that’s quite a good record 
DD: What’s up with that Stash single. Were there other guys in the 
Headcoats for that? 

BC: No actually me and Bruce just did it. Johnny couldn’t make it. It was 
probably one of those pathetic ideas you have late one night and should 
never have like followed through. But you know like the world is full of 
that. 

DD: Do you plan on ever touring with The Headcoatees in the States? 

BC: It’s just a matter of money. No one gives us money. We do this 
without any backing. If we get here and the thing falls down we haven’t 
got any record labels behind us. We do what naive 8 year olds don’t even 
do and we’re old men. We’re actually out here with nothing and we don’t 
have agents and we don’t have publicists. It’s all done on people liking us. 









DD: Is It my imagination or are you the craziest guy in the band? 
BB: No it's your imagination. 

DD: How about onstage though? 

BB: Oh It’s my imagination. 

DD: How long have you been in Thee Headcoats? 

BB; Since they were bom in 1989. 

DD: And you were even playing with Billy before then in The 
Milkshakes? 

DD: I've been playing with Billy smce 1977 from the Pop Rivets 
through The Milkshakes, The Black Hands and now Thee 
Headcoats 

DD How did you guys meet? 

BB: Well I met Billy just before he went to art college on the way to 
go to see The Damned in London back in 77 and I was chattmg to 
him and then he started at the same college I was at. 

DD: And were you always a drummer or did Billy say hey I want to 
start a band? 

BB: No what happened was the guy that introduced me to Billy [at) 
the Damned was Russ Wilkins who was a bass player in a band with 
me when we used to have long hair and flappy trousers. We wanted 
to form a punk rock group and all we needed was a singer and we 
figured he'd be the ideal guy and that was the Pop Rivets. I played 
guitar in the Pop Rivets. 

DD: How would you descnbe that kind of music? 

BB: We always thought it was punk rock. We recently did [aj 20 th 
anniversary revival show in London. When we turned up we hadn't 
played for like 17 years and we just ran through these songs in 
soundcheck then played them. We used to think we were punk rock 
at the time but basically we were just playing rock’n’roll sort of pop 
music. 

DO: And do you make a living in rock’n’roll or do you do other 
things. 

BB: No we have day jobs. 

DD: And what are those day jobs? Just curious. 

BB: Johnny’s a carpenter and a cabinet maker. I do graphics. Billy’s 
an artist poet and whatever else he does. 

DD: So what are some of the craziest shows you guys have 
played? 

BB: Craziest? Well none of them are really that crazy. We just do 
what we’re gonna go. There was one involving spaghetti and we had 
a row (with) the audience on stage. 

DD: Where was that? 

BB: Germany. The audience ended up getting food thrown at them. 
DD: Oh my gosh but not the band? 

BB: The band too I think, (laughs). 

DD: Well l guess getting hit with spaghetti is better than bottles. 

BB: Yeah I prefer spaghetti any day 

DD: What’s your view on touring. What’s your favorite places to 
tour? Europe? U S ? Japan? 

BB: Well here. I like being in America. 

DD: Is that because other places are a little harder? 

BB: Well at least there is no language barrier. If s cheap. Well New 
York isn’t but everywhere else is. 

DD: Especially parking. 

BB: Well we don’t have to worry about that. We’ve got loads of 
friends over here and it seems to go down. 

DD: Who were some of your biggest influences as far as 
drummers? 

BB: Sandy Nelson, Dave Clark and Tony Meehan and I always 
used to think my hero was Mick Avory of the Kinks but it turns out it 
was a session guy called Bobby Graham. 

DD: Because Mick didn’t play on. 

BB: Mick didn’t play on the first four records. 

DD: Really? 

BB: No it ws Bobby Graham and they chose him because he 
sounded like Dave Clark. I met the great man last year. 

DD: Really? 

BB: Yeah. Big deal, (laughs). 

DD: Do you collect a lot of records and stuff like that. 

BB: l do. I’ve got loads of records. Just finding the time to listen to 
them really. 

DO: And what are your favorite records? 

BB: My favorite record off the top of me head is the - is The Man 
with the Golden Arm by Jet Harris but thafs probably just one now. 
DD Is that an instrumental? 

BB: Yeah it is It’s bascially the theme from the film. Jet Harris used 
to be the bass player of The Shadows but he .was too cod for them 


and he left and he played six string bass instrumentals and that was 
the best one. 

DD: And you don’t just play drums? You play other instruments? 

BB: A little bit of guitar. 

DD: How did the Headcoats form? You guys got sick of your other 
bands? 

BB: Uhm I suppose The Mighty Ceasars was Billy continuing from 
The Milkshakes. I did one rehearsal which became the first album 
then out of that and then when that folded I guess he just wanted to 
continue as Thee Headcoats and by that time I sort of wanted to play 
again so we ckd it and then we had two or three bass players before 
we found John. 

DO: So you’ve been on quite a lot of records. Is there one record 
thafs your most favorite? 

BB: That means having to listen to them. I don’t intend on listening 
to them. 

DD: How about your opinion of what the best record you guys ever 
did? 

BB: Are you talking about Thee Headcoats specifically? 

DD: Of all the bands. 

BB: Record I’m most fond of? I don’t know. No. I can’t really say. I 
mean there are some obviously I prefer to others. No I can't answer 
that. 

DO: My f anzine Is cafted Du mp st er Dive Fanzine and dumpster 
diving is basicaky finding stuff that other people throw out in the 
garbage and I was wondering if you ever found anything really cod 
in the garbage? 

BB: I’m pretty sure I have. In fact most of the stuff I’ve got I could 
have found in the garbage. 

DD: What do you mean like your furniture and stuff? 

BB: Yeah my friends. I’ll have to think about this. Nope, (laughs). 
DD: What do like most about being in the band. Do you like this 
rock’n’roll lifestyle? I know that Billy’s down on it 
BB: He’s not so much down on it. Its just that he doesn’t do it. He’s 
grown out of it Whereas I’d like to think that I’ve grown out of it but 
in reality I haven’t once I’ve warmed up. 

DD: Are you guys all single? Do you all have families? 

BB: No one will have us. We’re too degenerate. 

DD: Whafs the favorite drug of choice with the band. Is it mainly 
alcohol? 

BB: Double Diamond. 

DO: Double Diamond beer? 

BB: Yeah. 

DD: Do you have anything to say to young kids playing in bands? 
Any advice being in a band for so long. Its been about 20 years 
now. 

BB: Yeah. Don’t do it. 

DD: Why’s that? 

BB: Well just sit at home and play your computer game (laughs). 

DD: Oh come on. So why do you do it? Why do you keep doing it? 
BB: Wen I’ve got nothing better to do. No what I meant was do do it 
and do it properly. The best way of doing it is I’ve found is retracing 
your roots or the roots of what you like and then you find out how to 
do it properly. I know that sounds like some old git talking but it is 
and it's true. 




DO: When did you hook up with these guys. I know you’re not one of 
the original members but you’ve been with them for quite a long time 
now. 

JJ: Yeah I’ve been with them about eight years now. Back in 1981 l 
was in a group called The Cannibals which were fronted by a Mew 
Yorker funny enough who was actually the original founding member of 
the Count Bishop and he had this r’n'b group. And then he got into 
garage punk. (Exasperated) Oh go away! ‘Come on! 

DD: ‘Train Train’ The Count Bishop! 

JJ: (sings) Train Train - you know. The Count Bishop! 

DD: Yes! ‘I’m the Bishop’ — didn’t he do the song — 

JJ: I’m the Bishop Basher (laughs) I can’t remember that one! I 
remember ’Route 66’. 

DD: They’re kind of rock’n’roll. Real rock’n'roll on the Chiswick - 
JJ: That’s right (corrects my pronunciation) Chiz-wick 
DD: Pronouncing it wrong I guess. 

JJ: Anyway we did these nights of trash and The Milkshakes and The 
Sting Rays and we aH played together and so I got to know them. And 
then I just sort of bumped into Billy and Bruce years later and l got a 
phone call from Billy. He said ‘what are you doing' and I said Tm playing 
bass with somebody.’ He went ’oh I didn't know you played bass?’ I said 
yeah I do anything ’ He said oh we might need a bass player' and from 
then I was in. 

DD: So that was back in? 

JJ 1989-90 then. 

DD: So you’re on quite a few albums huh with Thee Headcoats? 

JJ: Yeah. 

DD: How many albums at this point? 

JJ: I don't know. 

DD: You lost track? 

JJ: Yeah we sort of do and every now and then Billy gives me a record 
and I say what’s this? Then he says don’t you remember and I say no 
and he says we did this such and such studios or my house or like - oh 
yeah I remember and then I've got an album. So I just kind of have 
albums by Thee Headcoats. 

DD: And I can’t help but notice that you have the tattoo of Link Wray. 

JJ: Ahh! 

DD: A much worshipped artist. I recently got to see him in New York. 

JJ: Yeah? Did you like it? 

DD: Oh it was great. I’ve seen him a couple times. He played New York 
twice now and he was really really good. Did you get to see him at all? 
JJ: Yes 

DD: Where’d you see him? I saw him at the Big Beat which is the same 
as Chiswick the record label. They had a 20 year anniversary gig and we 
went along and we played at that. 

DD: What other bands were playing at that? 

JJ: Oh Christ now you’re asking - the beer was free uhm I don’t know. 

I know there was a black soul singer they managed to get hold of was 
really brilliant. 

DD: But Link Wray was the highlight of it? 

JJ: Apparently but it was a bit. It wasn’t very nice. Everybody was so 
drunk by then. I just remember a lot of people sort of going uhhhh!!! 
Screaming and he didn’t look very impressed. I thought the nicest thing 
was when he did his Hank Williams ballads and his prayers to Elvis and 
stuff. I thought that was really good cause it was from the heart. 

DD: Yeah a lot of people are getting down on that. They want to hear 
the instrumentals but I think he’s realty into doing those songs too. 

JJ: Yeah. Well you know he has to go through the instrumentals and I 
mean I was guilty of it myself. 

DD: He’s giving the people what they want. 

JJ: Yeah but at least he’s still trying to do his own thing. I mean I 


remember going to see him in 1981 and he was doing all this rock stuff 
and I actually think me and my mate spoiled the gig really ‘cause we just 
[stood] down the front and we just screamed all the way through 
‘Rumble’ Rumble!’ ‘Batman’ Batman!’ ‘Jack the Ripper 1 ‘Jack the 
Ripper!’ and he was trying to play all this Bruce Springsteen stuff and 
you know we were just like ah fuck off you know and he was doing that 
‘Copenhagen Woman’ for his woman. I just remember him sort of he 
started playing Batman and the backing band couldn’t do it and I 
remember he turned around he just went it's a fucking 12 bar - his 
session backing band was like looking really confused. And I managed 
to sneak back stage and I asked him to autograph my ticket please 
DD: And did he? 

JJ: Yeah he did and I said Link I think the old stuff is the best and then 
he went a funny shade of green and then his wife came up and said oh 
God there’s always one!’ And she snatched [the] ticket off and wrote 
’and Olive’ on my ticket. 

DD: So you got an autograph from Link Wray and his wife? 

JJ: Yeah and I was still proud of it. And I showed it to this girl I was 
going out with who had spent the whole gig sort of saying ‘I spent five 
pounds on this shit!' And I went look I got his autograph' (laughs) and 
she went (mimes her snatching the ticket) and screwed it up and threw it 
on the floor and stamped on it! 

DD: Oh my God! 

JJ: Yeah but I managed to straighten it out and stuck it on the wall at 
home. You know, sad as I am. 

DD: Now my fanzine is called Dumpster Dive Fanzine. Let me explain 
that dumpster diving is going in garbage and finding something. We 
used to dumpster dive and find magazines and stuff. 

JJ: I was thinking more of chicken ribs. 

DD: That’s been done too. I have to ask everybody. Did you ever do 
any dumpster diving? Ever find anything really cool in the garbage worth 
talking about? 

JJ: Only pornography. It’s true. 

DD: My first introduction to pornography was finding Playboys in 
people's garbage. I guess a lot of guys throw out pornography after a 
while - 

JJ: - feel guilty yeah. 

DD: - some young kid hits the jack pot. 

JJ: Yeah I mean I used to do a paper route so I used to get up really 
early and there was no one about and you just sort going uhm that oh 
that looks interesting and then hmmm. 

DD: As long as your parents or girlfriend don’t find out. Right? 

JJ: Well my parents did. I remember my mum - this is really sad - I 
remember this was when I was about eight or nine. I found a copy of 
Mayfair and it was an old late 60s early 70s Mayfair so it was only tits. 
Tits and pubic hair and ass. There was no like what do you call them? 
Hamburger shots? Is it? Is there some really nasty expression? 

DD: Split beaver shots? 

JJ: Yeah. It goes on and on but it wasn’t like that then. 

DD: But your mother didn’t approve? 

JJ: Oh no she - 

DD: Or was she thank God he’s into girts? 

JJ: No she just thought oh well and I think now more power to her 
‘cause she thought oh well let him have it. You know and I used to talk 
about sex quite a lot and l had a girlfriend who was 7 and didn’t know 
what it was. But anyway I had this magazine and I showed my parents 
‘cause I don’t know why l showed it to them? I didn’t hide it. I just like 
you know I found this it’s got naked ladies in it and you know they’re like 
oh my goodness!’ And they were really, really nice about it but it had a 
black lady in it and I became really fascinated with her and my mother 
didn't like that. She got really upset and she told me to bum the 
magazine because it isn’t nice and I think it was because I’ve been quite 
obsessed with this black lady that was in the photographs. 

DD: I bet she was pretty hot though. 

JJ: I’m trying to think. I think she was quite big. 

DD: It was different maybe. 

JJ: Yeah well it was different. 

DD: It was exotic maybe? 

JJ: Yeah I guess it was. I mean it’s ail exotic when you’re nine. Well I 
don’t know. Black people were a mystery to me anyway when I was nine 
- especially where l lived. But one naked with all the same bits and 
pieces and stuff l don’t know what the fascination was but I suppose she 
was different to all the other girls who were in the magazine. 

DD: All right. Back to music I suppose. 

JJ: Oh do we have to? 

DD: Oh I’m just curious now about some favorite bands and records 
that you want to mention. 

JJ: From when which period. Which century? 

DD: Of all time. 

JJ: Favorite record of all time has to be uhhh? If I had to go to a dessert 
island. Oh my God! I think it would have to be the Link Wray early 
recordings on Chiswick which changed my life really. I know that sounds 



boring but his is a true story — Link Wray was in the charts when I was 
about 16 with Red Hot* remember with Robert Gordon? 

DD: Okay yeah. 

JJ: I didn’t know anything about Link Wray. I just heard this (sings) ‘My 
girl is red hot." And It was all rock'n’roll it was like rock’n’roll (sings guitar 
parts) it was like the Stones. 

DD: The resurgence of rockabilly. 

JJ: Yeah I didn’t know what it was. I just thought it was Keith Richard 
type guitar playing. I liked the Stones Anyway I was going out with this 
girl and in her house, her parent’s house her lodger was a guy called 
Ange and he did sound for ail these bands. Just happened to mention it 
to him he said I’m doing the sound for Link Wray blah blah blah. I was 
like oh ‘Red Hot’ and The Way I Walk’ and he said well it’s Robert 
Gordon and Link Wray. Yeah they’ve got a gig at the Camden but it was 
called The Music Machine it’s now called the Camden Palace. And I said 
look I really want to go and if I help with the gear would you get me on 
the guest list? He said yeah sure. That’s how I went along and it was 
such a great night. Johnny Thunders got up did something with them. I 
think he did Blue Suede Shoes’ or something. It was crazy. And Link 
Wray was - it was 1977 and all I remember he was all in black leather. 
Long black leather coat under those lamps. And he was like a big 
panther. I remember ‘Rumble’ It must have been ‘Rumble’ I didn’t know 
‘Rumble’ at the time but I remember a moody instrumental and he was 
just prowling up and down the stage . I was like this is fucking - oh this 
is brilliant. 

DD: Changed your life. 

JJ: Well I had to go on stage and help with the gear and Link Wray 
came out and he was showing Ange this wallet which had a photo 
collection of all his ex-wives - Robert Gordon was stomping around like 
God and then Ange said to me have you ever stood next to a superstar* 
and I said ‘oh I don’t know* and he said well there is Bob Dylan’ I was 
like what? And there’s this little man on stage going sort of going (puts 
on Dylan voice) ‘oh yeah its not a bad place here.’- And I don’t know 
there’s Johnny Thunders. I think l was sixteen 'cause I was working. 

DD: It was celebrity night. 

JJ: It was celeb night yeah and I was a kid and I was like ahhh and 
what did change my life I said to Ange ‘cause he had the albums to 
listen to do the sound he didn’t even like Link Wray and I say hey Ange 
could I have the Robert Gordon/Link Wray album and he said oh no I 
kind of like that one. Here have this and he gave me the Chiswick early 
recordings Link Wray and I was like uh Robert Gordon is not on this - 


1960 geezus and I put it on and l thought Christ it’s a bit rough isn’t it, 
you know? I thought the Batman thing was interesting and then I listened 
to it again and I listened to it again and I listened to it again and the band 
I was in they were just playing in a youth club and I went running down 
there with this record and I said can we cover 'Hidden Charms' and the 
drummer sort of sitting there what what? I said no listen and I put it on 
sort of dancing we can do this and the drummer just threw his sticks on 
the floor and said no no no fucking way. We’ve done enough shit! 

(laughs) We don’t have to do this and from then on - from then on that’s 
when my life changed actually. Boring boring story. 

DD: No I think that’s a great story actually. Do you have anything to say t 
about kids being in bands nowadays? What’s the music industry like 
now? Do you think it sucks? 

JJ: The music industry (laughs) I always thought it sucks that’s why I’m 
in Thee Headcoats. We’re not really an industry group (laughs). 

DD: What would you say like are you underground how would you 
describe your band? 

JJ: It’s not my band? 

DD: Well you’re part of this. 

JJ: Oh dear oh my God how do you do this without being like a 
pretentious fool. I like it. It’s uhm. I like being part of what Billy does. I’d 
like to do what Billy does but I don’t but I’m happy to be a part of it. 
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LES STITCHES - Interview with knrt . TT 

DD: I’m talking to LES Stitches. amiai ’ 31 c °ney Island High 

K: It’s actually L-E-S - Lower East Side. Up in Canada they thought were 
fucking from Canada (laughs) (puts on accent) oh you’re French, right? No! 

DD: L-E-S Stitches. I’ll pronounce it correctly. I stand corrected. I’m talking to 
guitar player Kurt and bass player Damian. When did you guys form LES 
Stitches? 

K: We formed out of the ashes of The Radicts because The Radicts broke up. I 
was just getting over a motor cycle accident and we just decided to end it because 
things were getting too fucked up there. Two people wanted to go one way. Two 
people wanted to go the other way and I was just starting to get back on my feet 
again literally. Todd found Mick and our old bass player and he said I got these 
guys to sign up. We got another singer and he didn’t work out at all and so we 
started rehearsing and we decided Mick our drummer (Mick was our drummer at 
that time) - all the singers we tried sucked. They weren’t catching into what we 
wanted to do. So he goes I’d like to try and sing. Well Mick was always singing 
on [every] tape we ever played on and he was just as great at it. So we said well 
lets find a drummer and then we found James from California and we just sort of 
put it together and started playing. Within six months we’d written a whole bunch 
of new songs. 

DD: And that was around? 

K: That was about four and a half years ago. 

DD: If you were to describe LES Stitches sound, what would you say? Punk? Do 
you not even like to be labelled? 

K: Yeah, I don’t like to be labelled. We’re definitely punk rock in one form or 
another but I don’t like to label anything because that’s the biggest problem going 
on in the punk scene these days. Everything gets so segregated. It used to be 
you’d go to shows you’d have the hardcore bands the ska bands punk band[s], 
grunge punk band[s], whatever, but all playing the same thing. Now certain 
people get attitudes. There’s a unit dividing the punk scene. 

D: Different kinds of punk and different kinds of hardcore. 

K: Well you’re not wearing this color laces. 

D: Yeah, you’re not putting your hair this way. 

K: Bullshit! Punk rock is your own fucking rules. The only main rule that goes 
through it is fun. 

D: Make your own fucking rules. 

K: It shouldn’t be make punk rock into like (macho voice) ‘well you gotta be 
like this or I’m gonna fuckin’ kick your head in.’ It doesn’t make any sense - 
Punk rock has never been about rules. It’s about non-rules. 

DD:. Now are you the only remaining Radict at this point? The other guy was in 
it. 

K: Yeah Todd was in the band for a while, too. 

DD: And he was the singer of the Radicts? 

K: Yeah he was the singer of the Radicts. No he’s not in the band anymore. We 
have a new guy named Lome. 

D: And I’m the new bassist. 

K: And he’s the new bassist. He wasn’t the original bassist. 

DD: Why did you call yourselves LES Stitches? Was there a westcoast Stitches? 
K: Yeah. We were originally called just Stitches and we just named ourselves 
the Suspects for about two gigs and then we found out there was another band 
called the Suspects down in EXT. We had just written a song called Safety Pin 
Stitches and Mick, I believe, came up and said call ourselves Stitches. No ‘the’ 
no nothing and then we found out months and months later there was a ‘The 
Stitches' out on the west coast and we said well lets take our singles it’s going to 
get confusing. We’ve already been playing shows under this name. Let's just add 
something to it. So let’s add it before it takes so that if our singles’ in the same 
single [bin] as their’s - it’s gonna confuse the kids. Which band is it? So we put 
L.E.S. in front. 

D: But proximity wise I think both bands came out about the same time because 
I wasn’t in the band yet. 

DD: Did you ever check out the other band? 

K: Oh no we're friends with them. Last time we were out in California we hung 
out with Johnny and Mike. We stayed at their house. We had a great time. Went 


out drinking together. We were even toying with the [idea] of doing a single to 
confuse the audience even more. We cover one of their songs and they cover one 
of ours. 

DD: I think Flipside they rave about that band. 

K: Yeah MRR does too. And there’s one guy in MRR that's reviewed two of our 
singles and he just dive bombs us. They’re hysterical to read his reviews. I don’t 
know. They slaughter us but mostly off the “cut it out stop running on their 
parade.” It’s like hey they’re friends of ours. And we’re friends of theirs - big 
deal. Get over the name thing. 

DD: You guys got a lot of stuff out. Can you give me a discography? 

K: We have the Rustic City single. The Down the Drain single. We got a split 
with Electric Frankenstein. 

D: Jungle Man. 

K: We’ve got Jungle Man. We’ve got a couple compilations. 

D: Plus we also have a tape - a live - 
K: There’s a live tape off of WFMU. 

D: FMU in New Jersey. 

K: And that was great. That was out for a while. The first cd which was 
‘Snapped.’Our second cd which came out - we’re selling here tonight actually 
the first time in New York. 

D: STAJA 98 LES, the confusing name. 

K: But it’s got its purpose. 

DD: Punk rock is pretty much a lifestyle choice for this band. Are people 
1 judgmental of your band because of your image? 

D: I think that a lot of kids like 1 said earlier will look at your clothes and decide 
on your fucking status of life which I think is really stupid. 

K: We could have a punk rock show where everyone is naked and no one would 
be able to tell who’s who. (laughs). 

D: Half of these fucking kids that will sit there and be judgmental have paid for 
the fucking same clothes that I’m wearing. It’s like you know what, 1 got friends 
and I’ve worked a lot of places and I pay a real cheap price for my fucking 
clothes or nothing.so don’t judge me by what I wear. I like what 1 do. I like what 
I wear and I think that being different from the fucking lot of fucking morons that 
1 see walking the streets is good. 

K: Yeah the way that you dress is an extension of your personality. 

D: Exactly. You shouldn’t look at everybody like what they got in their pocket - 

fuck them. . 

K: It’s like preaching to the fucking choir if everybody is just doing the same 
thing. It’s ridiculous. You’re going out there trying to change the world around 
you to this more open minded stuff then stop crticizing the people that come to 
the shows that don’t look exactly the way you do or dressing by the way that you 
fucking think. That’s no different than any form of prejudicism or sexism. 

D: And you know what and I don’t know if this has to pertain to what you just 
asked but somehow 1 find it does. I was just reading an interview with a band and 
the guy was like a lot of kids come to the show they go to see this band, they go 
on and then they leave. What else better do you have to do than see the fucking 
band. Stay. Check out all the bands. Have good time. 

K: You might find something you like. 

D: Why do you gotta go to sleep? This is exactly what he said and it was Vinme 
Stigma actually. You go to the punk rock show or the hardcore show or whatever. 
Listen to the bands. Give them support. Don’t leave after the band you know and 
like is done - check out the rest of them because we're all doing the same thing. 
It’s just not right. 

DD: Definitely. That’s how you get a scene going. 

K: Exactly it shouldn’t be segregated scenes. Punk rock was never about 




segregation. 

D: Oh oh I like this band. Those kids like that band. I ain’t gonna hang. Fuck 
that. The scene is so small as it is - even though it’s bigger nowadays. But 
nobody is making any money so it’s not like that. Just hang out. Support your 
bands, support your scene and support the guys that are still doing it and always 
will fucking do it and who are just starting to do it cause that what keeps it alive. 
K: The new blood. You gotta definitely support the new blood because that’s the 
future. 

DD: I guess you guys were making some political statements. I had seen some 
anti-fuck-Guiliani stickers. 

D: Yeah you’ll see a lot more of that too. 

K: We’re about to come out with a whole bunch more on that. 

D: That’s the one thing we didn’t mention. 

K: Yeah we got a song called New York City Is Dead. When we first started 
playing some people were like (puts on irrate voice) ‘What are you saying New 
York City is dead?’ It’s about Guiliani and the way he’s fucking with clubs -‘no 
dancing.’ You can’t do this, rowdy bar. Then he starts fucking with cab drivers 
and then the whole new thing even today that’s going on up in Harlem with that 
guy (Amadou Dialo) that was a street vendor and he got shot. 41 shots went at 
him 8 of them hit him and the guy got shot two feet away. He wants to turn New 
York City into a mall. 

D: He showed up late. 

K: Yeah he showed up late to the funeral. They didn’t want him there. He’s just 
screwing with a lot of things that make New York New York. So we got this split 
single coming out it’s us and Murphy’s Law. They got a song called ‘Quality of 
Life’ ours is ‘New York City Is Dead’ and we got these posters we’re going to be 
putting all around town and we just did a video and it’s all about flyering and 
throughout the whole video we’re getting accosted by the cops. We’re jaywalking 
also. Jaywalking is illegal in New York. You can’t have beer in a paper bag. You 
can’t dance. You can’t do anything. 

D: The clubs like within the past week or so all these clubs have gotten hit, 
gotten raided and a lot of these clubs know because whet they do is stamp the 
people that have id. Okay. Two years and up and the cops are saying fucking 
fwe] know you have taken in people that are under age! When the owners of 
some of these places have actually been the people that have given the stamps 

and they fucking know they’ve seen the id’s! And now they have to pay $10,000 
fines! They are ruining the fucking business of what this part of the city is based 
on. They are trying to kill the fucking business. 

DD: — So it’s basically fuck Guiliani. 

K: Basically, yeah. 

D: Fuck Guiliani man! 

DD: So your new cd title is ‘A Clock Work Orange’ reference. Is that a favorite 
movie of the band? 

K: Yes! Finally! 

DD: I read it in your promo. 

K: Some of the interviews we’ve gotten are like confusingly titles and then when 
we tell them it’s like - oh yeah. 

DD: Now I’ve seen the movie like 100 times so. 


K: Mick was reading the book but we were toying around with the Les Stitches 
thing. We were like oh we’re gonna call it ‘ce la vie’ and we were all going to 
dress up in striped shirts. 

D: This is not what I wanted to do! 

K: We didn’t do it but we thought it would be a funny thing. But then Mick goes 
you know here’s what we can name it and he said it and he explained it to us. It 
was state jail and Alex stayed in Staja 84, that was his cell room so we put Staja 
98 even though it came out in ’99 and we just put LES. It’s sort of like if we’re 
saying this is where we hang out. This is where we live. 
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I)D: Just to say a little about him - his former band is the Rattlers and he 
once was in a band with Lester Bangs and your current band is Stop. Does 
it bother you that George Tabb refers to Stop as Joey Ramones brother’s 
band when he writes about you in New York Press? My wife wrote this 

one. . ^ 

ML: Well I don’t know' why she would be singling him out. Ot course it 
does. I’m not going to lie. I’m used to it already. For a while it bothered 
me so much I tried to deny it and say that it was just a rumor that was 
made up that my brother started just to get himself some more attention or 
something. He’s gotten more press than me. I mean if you look at some of 
these reviews you probably see the Ramones mentioned like three times to 
every one of mine name mentioned and yeah it bothers me but what am I 
going to do? There’s really nothing I can do about it. I just have to accept 
it but yeah of course it bothers me. 

DD: I guess sometimes it’s a help though. 

ML: Its hurt more than help. 

DD: Think so? , ... 

ML: Yeah definitely. It’s hurt in a lot of ways. First of all, I don t get like 

an honest perception immediately. I get - 

DD: Comparative- . . 

ML: - comparative is all they do. That’s all they do is compare. That s 
one way to obstruct just an open minded listening to what I’m doing and 
then on the other hand it gets people resentful. I’m guilty of that too. I 
mean I see somebody’s dad, brother, son or daughter that’s got a famous 
relative and I even sometimes just assume like oh yeah they re just riding 
on their father’s coattail’s. They're just doing it ‘cause their famous 
brother is doing it or something. And I’m guilty of doing that myself so 
can’t really fault other people for doing it I guess its human nature. 

DD: Well I think your music speaks for itself. 

ML: Well l thank you. 

DD: I’ ve seen your band — 

ML: I don't even think what l do is punk. 

DD: No. 

ML: But George Tabb kind of perpetuates that. 

DD: It’s pop punk-- 
ML: It’s garage pop. 

DD: - and it leans more towards the garage. 

ML: Yeah I mean it’s the stuff I grew up loving. The Standells and The 
Count Five ‘Psychotic Reaction’ ? and the Mysterians and The Who and 

stuff like that. . , 

DD* Well that leads into my next question. I was going to ask what 
inspired you to play in a band was it - who came first the chicken or the 
egg. Were you into the music first? I know Joey’s your older brother a 
couple years or something. 

ML: Yeah. . 

DD: So who was the first or were you both at the same time. ^ 

ML: I don’t know if you mean interested in music or playing rock n roll. 

DD: Yeah and being in a band maybe. 

ML: Did you ever see this thing we did called Sibling Rivalry? 

DD: Yeah I have that. 

ML: Yeah so- 0 

DD: (pulls out cd and points to picture on the cover) Is that your mom. 


ML: No that's not my mother. She's an actress. She got paid $200 an 
hour this woman, God bless her. I mean she made more off of this thing 
than I did. So you can see by this- 

1)1): (looking at picture inside of Joey and Mickey when they were kids) 
That’s you and that’s Joey? 

ML: Yeah. I remember seeing that picture in my mother’s album and I 
thought this is just amazing. This picture is remarkable. 1 got my little 
guitar there and there s Joey at the mic stand almost in his Joey Ramones 
pose already and from what I hear he started playing the accordion when 
he was maybe five old but that's not what you’re talking about I don't 
think. 

DD: I m talking about who bought the first records - 
ML: Well actually we got into that just about the same lime. We both 
listened to the radio like crazy. We had one record collection we didn't 
even write our names like this is mine this is Joey. We had one record 
collection we got every Bcatlc album when it came out. Beach Boys - 
even from before that. Even - the first record I bought your magazine will 

love this but the first record I bought is Leslie Gore’s ‘It’s My Party (And 
lljl’ll Cry If I want To)’ (laughs), 
f |DD: It’s a great song. 

ML: Great song, right? So we were listening to stuff back then. We got 
^ur father to take us to shows at the Brooklyn Fox and the Paramount Do 
* ^you know about those shows? 

>D: Like what? Rock’n’roll? 

* [L: would have six or seven bands. They were put on by like (says 

radio station name) and Murray the K shows. | 

DD: Real rock’n’roll. 

ML: You would see The Temptations, The Shangri-Las, you know five 
bands like that and then they would show a movie like Bikini Beach or 
something like that. 

DD: That’s awesome. 

ML: And we were going to shows like that when we were like six, seven, 
eight years old. 

DD: And you guys were growing up in Queens and you went to shows in 
Brooklyn. Your father brought you. He’s a pretty nice guy. 

ML: Well at that time my parents had just gotten divorced and so he was 
trying to bond with us 1 guess. 

DD: Have fun. 

ML: Take us to where we wanted to go and then we’d get in the car and 
he’d put on Frank Sinatra. 

DD: And little did he know what a monster he was creating. 

ML: Yeah Weil I don’t know if he was creating it. I don’t if he had any 
choice. We were creating that but he was helping, I guess. But then later 
on he would totally discourage us from playing music. 

DD: Like when you started to want to get in a band and stuff. 

ML: Right. 

DD: When was that around? Who was in the first band? . 

ML: I started playing [in] rock bands before my brother. I was in fifth 
grade and we both loved The Beatles and 1 started playing guitar. Of 
course I wanted to be like The Beatles, you know. So did my brother. We 
lived in a private house. I wanted to play drums but my mother wouldn’t 
(let me) play drums. She didn’t want all that noise in the house. But to her 
dismay I started playing guitar but then I would have bands rehearsing in 
the basement so there was noise anyway. And then my brother started 
playing drums about two years later. 

DD: I think he started out playing drums in the Ramones. 

ML: Yeah he did. 

DD: I think I read that somewhere. 

ML: That’s true he did. 

DD: So you had your band going. When was that? 

ML: This is like ‘65-’66. 

DD: Doing it for tun or were you getting gigs? 

ML: Well at that time I was in the fifth grade (laughs). I started playing 
actually because my fifth grade teacher gave us an assignment ‘ifyou had 
one wish ’... and my wish was that the school would blow up so that 
everybody could have the day off and have fun, right? 

DD: You could get kicked out of school for saying that. 

ML: So she called up my mother and said you know I think we should 
talk about your son and I didn’t really mean anything. I didn’t say 
everyone should get blown to bits just that the school should get blown up 
so we all didn't have to go. So she calls in my mother and says 1 think 
your son needs a hobby so that’s when my mother bought me a guitar and 
I started playing - that’s fifth grade? I was 11 years old and then they sent 
me around me and this other friend of mine whose brother was in a band 
with Tommy — Tommy Ramone and John — Johnny Ramone at the time. 

So I d go to my friends house and watch them rehearse — and then my 
friend’s brother who was the drummer this guy George Goodrich he 
started giving my brother drum lessons a couple years later. Tommy was 




giving me some guitar lessons but in 5 th grade me and this friend of mine 
they sent us around to every class in the school and we would do ‘House 
of the Riseing Sun' - and that was my first performance experience. I 
would play at people’s birthday parties and stuff like that. That was when 
was like 11 year old. And then my brother started to get into the band. He 
started hanging around the west village and he got us some shows 
actually . 12 or 13 year old kids dressed up like Jimi Hendrix with the 
scarves and satin shirts.So I guess the answer to your question is, 1 started 
playing first. But you know it doesn’t really matter. 

DO: You're right. It doesn't matter. 1 guess the thing 1 was going to get to 
after that. Who got serious first as far as music. Were both of you at the 
same time. I guess you were hanging around Max’s and CB's or was it 
even before then. 

ML: Yeah like 1 say for me since like 1965-66 and then my brother and I 
was like 13 and he was 17-18 he started hanging around some people in 
the village. He got himself into a couple of bands and then he wasn’t 
doing anything for a while really until that glitter thing kind of started up. 
DD: The Dolls. 

ML The Dolls right and all that stuff and The Harlots of 42 nd Street and 
he got into this glitter band called Sniper and uhm (laughs) what was the 
question? 

DD: I was just trying to figure out when you really started getting into the 
New York music scene. Was it the Rattlers? 

ML: No the Ramones were around before the Rattlers. At that point I was 
actually studying music theory'. I was studying composition and theory at 
Queensboro. Queens College and jazz and classical guitar. I kind of got 
very disillusioned and disgusted with the whole rock scene at that time. 
71-72 there was really nothing going on except for like rock star bands 
like Styx, Foreigner. 

DD: It was the post-60s there was kind of like a void. 

ML: Boston, right. 

DD: Pre-punk nothing was happening. 

ML: There was just that or the glam thing. I couldn’t get into the glam 
thing really. I just got sick of- I couldn’t perceive of myself of like a rock 
star. Me in this little circle of reject friends that I was hanging out with. 

We felt just so apart of that whole scene of wanting to be a rock star. 

DD: So what inspired you to turn around. 

ML: Like I was saying I was studying music theory and stuff at the time 
back then and then The Ramones started up. Well 1 was in a band with 
John and Tommy when I was 14 years old. My brother wasn’t even 
playing - they didn’t event want to know him at that time ‘cause he was 
like a real hippy. They said in the Legs McNeil book. I put down that I 
was in a band with John and Tommy and I was 14 and they were like 21 
and so yeah then after that I started studying classical music and stuff and 
they thought I was over qualified to play with them anymore. They 
thought 1 was too stuffy or stuck up ‘cause I kind of had a disregard for the 
whole rock'n’roll thing so they started up The Ramones. And back then 
you couldn't just send in a cassette and the lyrics to get copy written. You 
had to have it written out in music. So John gives me this reel-to-reel tape 
for me to transcribe to write out musically so they could get these things 
copy written. And we were actually rehearsing in my mother’s basement. I 
had another band also like a top 40 band and they were rehearsing down 
there also so I heard it a little bit. But this is the first time that I really sat 
down and listened to it and T had told John who was amazed that I would 
say this because he thought I would hate it. I said this is the best thing I’ve 
heard in years. 

DD: You know' they had a good thing going there. 

ML: To me I thought it was great. It was like what I grew up listening to 
kind of. It was so different even the humor of it. I mean it was something 
that was very distinct to a Queens/Forest Hills sense of humor. 

DD: So that inspired you a little. 

ML: Yeah that kind of inspired me. Yeah that it can be done. And why 
not? But what really happen I broke my thumb playing basketball I 
couldn't play so I started roadie-ing for the Ramones and working for 
them and Talking Heads and Blondie and then I worked for The Ramones 
roadied for them for like two years. 

DD: So you really got to see the whole thing start to evolve. 

ML: Yeah right from the beginning and sang on you know like ninety 
percent of the background vocals on the first album. 

DD: So you were like the fifth Ramonc or something. 

ML: In some ways. I mean I wouldn’t say that but you can. I settled a lot 
- they looked to me to settle disputes for some reason because I was like 
the music professor. They were having a big argument once like John 
wanted to keep playing things faster and faster and Tommy said no. He 
didn't want to keep playing things faster and faster you’ll lose the groove 
or something like that. He didn’t want it to just keep getting faster and 
faster. So they asked me what do you think and I had just learned this 


thing in music theory if you want something to be more exciting speed it 
up. It’s a musical device in composition if you want it to be more exciting 
you speed it up so that’s what 1 said. 1 said if you want it to be more 
I exciting make it faster and that kind of settled that dispute. And from then 
on they just kept getting faster and faster. It wasn't my concept but I guess 
I did help them along in that way a bit. Yeah you know I had my 
contributions. 

DD: So then at some point you decided to get on your own and start The 
Rattlers. 

ML: Well after working for them for two years and it was - it got a little 
ugly for a while there - 

DD: You were getting too close to the band maybe. 

ML: Yeah and I was getting maybe $50 or $60 a week and I don’t know I 
wanted to start playing again. The first thing 1 did after I quit I got into this 
band with Lester Bangs. 

DD: That was pre-Rattlcrs. 

ML: That was pre-Rattlers. 

DD: One of the reasons why I thought to do this interview Dionysus put 
out the Birdland cd. Now it’s a reissue of a record that came out in '83. 
ML: Actually it came out in '86. 

DD: Oh okay I don’t know why 1 have '83 but good correction. Maybe 
some of the guys from that band went on to form the Rattlers. I he liner 
notes describes the sound like the Ramones meet The Troggs but I was 
saying last night that 1 thought it reminded me a little more of Richard 
Hell and stuff like that. 

ML: Yeah it was never meant to be like the Ramones at all. What got me 
and Lester involved with each other was our mutual love for jazz really. 
Like I said in the liner notes that 1 wrote there was an album called ‘Jazz 
Abstractions’. We started talking and he was a huge jazz fan and so was I. 
Yeah 1 never wanted to be like The Ramones but you know if I wasn't a 
Ramones’ brother probably nobody would even had said that. 

DD: So you agree. 

ML: Oh yeah. 

DD: Actually when I think about it though it does sound like the roots of 
the Rattlers too though. It was going in that direction. Kind of like a pop 
sound. 

ML: It's what I grew up loving really. 

DD: So was it a studio project? Did you play gigs? 

ML: Yeah we played a lot of gigs - We opened up for the Ramones a 
couple of times and some colleges. [We] played at Max s all of the time, 
CBGBs. We opened up for Johnny Thunders a lot at Max's. 

DD: And what was Lester like as far as a singer and stuff and playing 
with him. Was he a wildman or what because I guess he was pretty much 
into drugs heavily. 

ML: Well more like pharmaceuticals. He was a big enthusiast of over the 
counter drugs and antihistamines and things like that. 







DD: Downers and uppers. . . 

ML: Yeah right. Yeah so he was pretty wild. He was very opinionated 
and very self-righteous but I had a ton of respect for him. He was one of 
the most honest people whether he was right or wrong. He definitely 
spoke his mind and he didn’t hold any punches and he said what he 

thought. , . 

DD: Now he was a pretty well known writer at the time too. 

ML: Yeah. , . 

DD: And that probably helped him. You probably got a lot of people at 


your shows. 

ML: Not as much as you would think. 

DD: Do you think his music was not accepted? It was kind of weird at 

the time? 

ML: His music? 


DD: Or your music? . . . ‘ 

ML: You’re referring to Birdland? He had a voice - he had one of the 
most powerful sets of lungs that I had ever heard on anybody. But as to as 
his ear and his ability? I don’t think it matched up to his writing ability. It 
wasn’t very polished and it was not always that easy to absorb or listen to 
even One of his best friends, Billy Altman (Addicted to Noise) he came to 
a lot of the shows and he said to me you know don’t tell Lester but this is 
never gonna go anywhere and I didn’t really care. I was trying to make the 
best of it and do something different. And I think we were doing 
something different than what other people were doing at the time. 

DD: You guys played with the Ramones. 


ML: We opened up with them in Princeton and at the Palladium. I think 
we opened up for them and The Fabulous Poodles. 

DD: Yeah I’ve seen them once. 

ML: Yeah that was cool. Biggest show I had ever done in my life. 

DD: Wow I went to see The Fabulous Poodles at the Paladium. 

ML: I think that was the show. 

DD: But I wonder if I saw you guys and don’t even remember ‘cause it’s 
kind of a blur when I start going back that far. But I did go see the Poodles 
at the Paladium which is funny when they had their ‘Mirror Star’ hit. 

ML: I guess it was the Ramones us, Birdland, the Ramones and The 


Fabulous Poodles. 

DD: Yeah maybe it wasn’t that gig ‘cause I don’t remember The 
Ramones and l would have remembered. 

ML: And I remember kissing Danny Fields on the cheek thanking him 
for giving us this show. So it probably was the Ramones. 

DD: I used to see the Rattlers a lot. I used to go to pubs like the Left 


Bank. 

ML: In Mt. Vernon. 



BIRDLAND 

DD: Detroit’s I used to go to in Port Chester. I know I used to see the 
Rattlers there. 

ML: We used to open up a lot for The Plasmatics. 

DD: I used to always see The Plasmatics at Detroit’s. 

ML: We did like maybe 25 or 30 shows with them and those were great 
and those were so much fun. 
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DD: Every time I saw The Plasmatics they were so great. Did you guys 
tour with them kind of or just a lot of New York shows? 

ML: Yeah just local stuff. New Jersey, Long Island in the City and that 
was it pretty much. 

DD: So Lester Bangs - how did the band dissolve? 

ML: 1 guess there was a bit of a conflict where Lester - I have more of a 

- what I always wanted to do is - I wanted to be like the Who of the 80s 
or late 70s and do songs like I grew up loving like more garage rock kind 
of stuff. Lester I think wanted it to be more like an ethereal almost like 
spoken word avant garde kind of a thing. He accused me of just wanting to 
be a rock star. It was kind of difficult. He would hand me lyrics and I 
would have to try to put it to music and then try to teach him the melodies 
and everything and he had some trouble. It didn’t come that easy. 

DD: But that happens I think when guys are poets and they try converting 
to music. 

ML: And he wasn’t really a poet. I mean he was just starting to be I guess 
I think. He had just been a journalist. But some of his things were so 
wordy, and so I don’t know, deeply poetic and I wanted at least some 
things to be a little lighter. Just a little more fun, you know. 

DD: I* m surprised he was like that too ‘cause he was big into the Stooges 
and I don’t know. It was kind of away from them. 

ML He was also big into you know like making a message and trying to 
teach people a lesson and that’s I guess where I didn’t want to be teaching 
people lessons. I didn't want to be preaching and I would rather have done 
a song like - I mean he was a huge fan of Lou Reed but I would rather 
have done a song like ‘Rock’n’Roll’ or ‘Sweet Jane.’ Simple pop songs is 
what they were. 

DD: Yeah he was getting away from the simplicity of them. 

ML Right, right so he accused me of just wanted to be a rock star - 
DD: Yeah so you kind of had a little falling out. 

ML: - and we had a bit of a falling out. And all of his friends were very 
important writers and he went to them - ‘they just want to be rock stars 
which to me I don’t know how anybody could even believe that for a 
second because if that’s what I wanted to do why would I have started a 
band with Lester Bangs? (laughs) It’s like the furthest thing from a rock 
star front man. 

DD: Then you got the Rattler’s going that was after? 

ML: At one point Lester started talking about doing something or another 

— we were having a rehearsal in my drummer’s apartment and he cornered 
me. He got me against the wall and he started singing in my face and he 
got me into this comer and 1 couldn’t get out of it and he was getting a 
little scary so after that rehearsal the drummer and the bass player said we 
don’t want to do this anymore. 

DD: Yeah ‘cause a couple of guys in the band ended up on th^Rattlers, 
ML: Everybody. We just— 

DD: You ditched Lester. 

ML: Ditched Lester (laughs) yeah. I wanted to keep 
associating with him writing some songs with him but he 
was just furious. I mean we’d all been in bands before and 
we’d all been in and out of bands before. This was the first 
band Lester was ever in and the first band he was ever 
kicked out of. 

DD: Sounds like he’s a bit of control freak that lost 
control. 

ML: Yeah. 

DD: Then when he died were you bummed out about that? 

ML: Oh tremendously. I still am. I miss the guy terribly. 

We became great friends when we were in that band 
together. We would argue - we would sit in my car for 
hours just talking about everything and he became good 
friends with my family. He would come over to my house 
for Thanksgiving dinners and holidays and stuff and 
birthday parties and visit my parents house in 
Massachusetts and we were great friends but when the band 
broke up we didn’t talk for a while and then he got this 
other band. I forgot the name of it. They put out that one 
album — remember that? Did you ever hear that? 

DD: I don’t recall that. 

ML: I don’t remember the name of the band but he re-did 
some of the songs but then he admitted to me that they 
weren’t as good as what we had done. He was trying very 
hard to show that he could do it anyway. Then I put out that 
Rattlers single with the song ‘Living Alone’ on the b-side 
which I kind of wrote about Lester and he heard it. I le 
called me up and he said he kind of knew that I had written 
it about him but that he liked it and thought it was really 
good and we started talking again and buried the hatchet 
and we were friends again We smoothed everything out 


and I’m very glad about that 

DD: So the Rattlers did pretty well. They hooked up on a pretty good 
label I think and 1 wrote here in my notes that I remembered seeing videos 
for the Rattlers. 1 guess you were doing that in the early days of rock 
videos. 

ML: Yeah that was pre-MTV. 

DD: And I remember always seeing that. 

ML: They played it on U68. 

DD: Well they used to show it at the Left Bank too. 

ML: Oh did they? 

DD: All the time because they had video screens. 

ML: But that was much later on. That was like ’85 when they put that 
album out on Gem ‘Next Time l Won t Be Your Victim . 

DD: Now was that the first album? 

ML: Yeah. The only album. 

DD: Yeah ‘cause I’m not sure of the discography and then you had a 

bunch of singles. ...... 

ML: Two singles. One that we did ourselves on Ratso records this artist 
Jimmy Rizzi funded - then one on Faulty Products which was - 
Copeland’s label and then the album and they’re all on that cd which I 
guess you don’t have yet. 

DD: Well I’ve got the vinyl. . 

ML: They put out the album and those singles. They put the singles and 

the album all on the cd. 

DD: Are you happy with that, the way it sounds? 

ML: Yeah I’m thrilled and amazed that somebody would want to reissue 

DD: So the Rattler’s do you have some memorable gigs and stuff? I 
remember seeing you on Uncle Floyd. 

ML* Yeah we were on Uncle Floyd. We had like the third most 
appearances on that show. There’s the Ramones, David Johanson and the 
Rattlers. We went on that show like every month or something. 

DD: That’s why it sticks out in my mind ‘cause I used to see you guys 
there. 

ML: Yeah we were on there a lot and that was great fun. We opened up 
for the B52s and Joan Jett. The Plasmatics a lot The Buzzcocks we did a 
tour with The Buzzcocks. 

DD: Oh really? That must have been great. 

ML: We were at this booking agency FBI. They sent us on tour with The 
Buzzcocks, 999, a lot of great shows. The Clash, The Stranglers who 
opened up for the Clash at Bonds and The Stranglers at Bonds. Those 
were unforgettable shows. 
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DO: So now you re in STOP. Do you think it’s still kind ot tne same siy.e 
as the Rattlers, STOP or it’s a little harder maybe? 

ML: It’s harder, yeah it’s more aggressive. I guess consciously more 
aggressive. 1 don’t know why. Maybe peer pressure got to me. 1 don t 
know. It’s harder but it’s so in the middle there that people in pop bands 
think it’s punk but people in hardcore bands think its like pop. 

DD: You’re not into the whole labeling thing. You know pop versus 
punk. You’re just doing what you're doing. 

ML: This album is so all over the place. 1 just do what I like you know, 
really don't care what people think. 

DD: Are there bands in the late 80s or 90s or now that are worthwhile to 

ML: I guess the only thing lately that I could really say that I thought was 
an incredible band was Nirvana. Yeah people probably think I'm an 
asshole for saying that but I don’t know. They’re one band that didn’t 
seem to limit their writing, didn’t worry about getting into a hardcore 
scene or having a particular pose or something. They did what they felt. 
What they love to do. I hate bands that just limit themselves. It just doesn t 

make sense to me. iM . x . 

DD: What do you think of the whole music scene now like as far as New 
York. You’re pretty' much still involved. Do you think it’s as good a scene 
- is it as cohesive as the punk scene? 

ML: I don't know what you mean by the punk scene really. The punk 
scene in New York like in the mid-70s? 

DD: Yeah. Like CBs and Max's. 

ML: It wasn’t really a punk - it got labeled punk but I don’t really see it 
being punk. You had Talking Heads opening up for the Ramones. Blonde 
and those bands, they weren’t punk bands. 

DD: More like unique rock bands doing different things. 

ML: Name some punk bands from the mid-70s from New York. 

DD: When I think of punk I think of like the Ramones. Blonde and the 
Plasmatics - stuff like that. 

ML: You think of Blonde as a punk band? 

DD: 1 think they had a punk image but actually, musically maybe they 
weren't so punk. 

ML: They were a pop band. 

DD: Yeah. They were more your style. Pop. 

ML: Yeah that's right. 1 didn't see them as being punk at all. And the 
Plasmatics 1 think were - 1 don't know maybe a little more influential than 
the Ramones It’s the music that’s being played at Coney Island High on 
the hardcore matinees. That speed metal kind of thing. They took what the 
Ramones were doing and revved it up like 10 times. 

DD: But nobody can touch her theatrics. 

ML: No forget about it. Those were some of the most fun show s that I 
ever did opening up for them. Ritchie would have this box with chickens 
in it — 

DD: Live chickens? 

ML: Live chickens and I used to do this really high kick and I would try 
to kick this box and this little latch - and I was always trying to kick the 
latch open. And there was one time the bass player in that band was - his 
father is Robert Merrill the opera singer and he came to a show at the 


Palladium. The Rattlers 

DD: Robert Merrill?! 

ML: Robert Merrill and his wife came to see us at the Palladium - 
DD: Oh my God with the Plasmatics?! 

ML: And I don’t know why but we were sharing a dressing room and 
Wendy O. Williams comes down after she gets offstage and she’s like no 
shirt, little bikini under thing and she’s got whipped cream all over her tits, 
right? And she goes up to Robert Merrill and gives him a big hug and kiss, 
you know. He’s got whipped cream all over him and the guy's face just 
turned so read and we were just cracking up hysterically . 

DD: Oh man! 

ML: 1 wish I had a picture of that! 

DD: That’s a great story! 

ML: (laughs) Yeah that’s great. You can see that. Robert Merrill the head 
of the Met you know down there in his suit and Wendy O. Williams 
comes bouncing - tits bouncing with whipped cream all over her. 

DD: I give him credit for at least coming. 

ML: Yeah yeah, definitely. 

DD: What do you have to say about New York City? What’s it like living 
in New York. Has it changed for the worse these days? 

ML: I think it has but there is a little hope. 1 bartend over at Coney Island 
High and I worked this hardcore show last Sunday and everything seems 
so formulated. It’s like Campbell’s hardcore soup cans lined up on the 
rack. Open any one of them and it’s gonna be the same thing. They don't 
seem to mind but to me it’s unbelievable. 

DD: I used to be into hardcore a lot and these days 1 have a little trouble 
with it because of what you’re just saying because a lot of bands in the 
beginning I thought were pretty unique and people were doing a lot of 
different things. Kind of similar to what we were talking about. 

ML: You mean like the Circle Jerks, Black Flag and those bands? 

DD: And New York bands, but you’re definitely right but you see some 
hope in that? 

ML: I see some hope. The other day I think it was a band called 
Indecision and the guy on stage he’s just got a crew cut and he’s say ing to 
some kid in the audience how much time did you spend 2 hours on your 
hair before you came here tonight? And the guy had the statue of liberty 
spikes and maybe even as little as like two or three months ago it would be 
filled with all these kids who would go so far out of their way and spend 
so much time - 
DD: On the look. 

ML: - on the look just to look like everybody else going there. And this 
guy actually said something like that from the stage. And if these bands 
are saying stuff like that to these kids coming to see them maybe there is 
some hope. ‘Cause all those people, those kids, they 're missing the point. 

DD: Be yourself not be like everyone else. 

ML: It's not about conforming. It’s about non-conforming. You 
shouldn't have to fucking worry about if your spikes are perfectly in place 
and so maybe there is some hope. 

DD: Before I forget, my fanzine is called Dumpster Dive fanzine and I 
always ask everybody this question—I was wondering if you ever found 
anything really cool in the garbage or trash that somebody threw out? 

ML: (laughs) I wish I had. I can't think of anything really great that I've 
ever found in the garbage. 

DD: That's okay - 

ML: Except when I was like a really little kid. Me and my friends were 
going through a dumpster. At the end of our block there w as this little 
home for bad kids from the ghetto. They relocated them in this little area 
in Forest Hills and they were going through the dumpster there and we 
found this bag full of what looked like sawdust and we lit a match to it and 
it just started blow ing up. So we just started throw ing it around. We were 
lighting matches and throwing this shit around. 1 don't know it just was 
highly flammable. I don't know what the hell it was. I guess that was 
probably the most fun thing I ever found in a dumpster. 

DD: That’s a good story . 

ML: I m still hoping I'll find something really good in the garbage. I'll 
keep looking (laughs). 
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a bus but they put all these crazy skater bike kids with 

you? 

L: It was cool we walked on this bus with 14 other people we met that 
day. It was mostly BMX kids and motorcross bike kids that do these 
huge jumps. 

DD: But that was a good matchup. 

L: It was a really good time with those kids it was awesome! 

DD: Is it true all those guys do is party and get hurt. 

Lou - Everyday yeah they get slammed around all day. Especially 
those BMX kids I have seen those kids down a fifth of booze in 20 
minutes. 


Lou “Bolder” - Hatebreed 


Interview in the back of the strip club otherwise known as the tit bar as 
the boys call it. That is where I found Lou from Hatebreed hard at 
work. 

DD: How long has Hatebreed been together? 

L: Hatebreed has been together for four years now. 

Most of the guys have been in other bands. Jamie the singer sang for 
Jasta 14 for years [and] basically was the top promoter for the hardcore 
scene in the Northeast. He rebuilt the hardcore scene from 1992 on to 
today. I used to be in a couple of bands. The first band was the Send. I 
was in another band called Frostbite we were all friends from being in 
bands. In the end of‘93 Jamie called me up he had a concept At the 
time Connecticut was strewn with all these bands who wanted to sound 
like Bum or Emocore. The whole essence of hardcore was gone like 
going to shows and having fun listening to hard bands. Jamie came up 
with the whole concept and wanted to start a band heavier than anyone 
has done before and more brutal than anyone has done before and that 
is how the whole Hatebreed concept came about. We just wanted to 
give something back to the hardcore scene that has not been around in a 
long time since the older New York bands who had come and gone. 

DD: Some people classify you as a metal band what do you think of 
that? 

L: I would never once say we were not influenced by metal. I am 28 
years old and 1 grew up a metal head. Metal has been a huge influence 
for everybody in the band. Even if you want to call us a straight up 
metal band I got no problem with it. I am proud of it. I guess the best 
way to describe Hatebreed is a metal band with all hardcore kids which 
you don’t find much these days. 

DD: So what stuff is out now on Victory Records? 

L: The only release we have on Victory is ‘Satisfaction is the Death of 
Desire’ released in November 1997. We should have a new one on 
Victory in 1999 hopefully. 

DD: Do you know the name of it? 

L: No we have not titled it yet. We have songs written, one or two riffs 
here and there - nothing tight yet. It is all coming together .We got a 
new guitarist Sean Martin who was in this band 100 Demons and 
Evolve from Waterbury, Connecticut. 

He is working out really good. 

DD: What was it like on the Warped Tour? It was pretty crazy? 

L: We were on it for two weeks and we got thrown off it three times. 
Thrown off the bus two times and thrown off the tour three times, 
(laughing) 

DD: Weren’t you thrown off the first night? 

L: No the second night we woke up in DC and we were thrown off the 
bus. One of the tables got broke by the BMX kids and we cleared our 
name. Other incidents ensued along the way. 


DD: What were other highlight of the WarpecfTour ? 

L: Every show was good for us. The highlights? It was probably the 
first day of the tour in North Hampton, Massachusetts. We had the 
biggest circle pit I’ve ever seen for any band in my life. There were 
literally six thousand watching us. They tore down the barricades. They 
toppled the PA. The whole set made the evening news that night in 
Western Mass. That night they had news crews filming it there. 

DD: Any other good Warped tour stories. 

L: Well it is not really a big story but it was funny to me. There was 
this guy on our bus Thunder, a skate company rep. He went to this 
party with all the guys from Bad Religion and Pennywise. They called 
him over at this party and all the guys from Bad Religion and 
Pennywise asked him about Bus 5 the infamous Bus 5 because we got 

in so much trouble. They said ‘hey you are with those Hatebreed guys? 
We heard a lot of shit about those guys. They are crazy fuckers.’ In a 
way that was really cool. We did get into a lot of shit on the tour - 
nothing really bad. It was mostly drunken stupidity. Every day was like 
summer camp. 

DD: How about bad parts -- the heat it was harsh sometimes 
that summer. 

L: I got to admit the only person it bothered was our roadie Mike. 

That poor bastard would be dragging all our merchandise over some 
hundred foot hill while we would be in our boxer shorts in the bus 
smoking pot. 

DD: 1 actually helped move merchandise for you. To make matters 
worse the hand truck had a broken wheel and only three 
wheels worked. 

L: Oh Yeah you know what it was like it was the broken cart! 

DD: All the cds fell off the cart and we had to pick them all up 
in the scorching heat. That was my exciting time at the Warped Tour. 

L: 1 gotta give props out to my roadie Mike, he is the greatest guy in 
the world he put up with so much shit every day. Imagine yourself 
every day dragging out a three wheeled cart with 100s of cds through 
fifteen thousand people a day in the blazing sun dragging that shit! 

DD: Why didn’t you guys get him a new cart? 

L: We did after that show, the next day we hooked him up! 

DD: I guess it was part of his initiation. Man! 

L: It was his first tour with us, it was his hazing period. He did a good 
job. Just the whole experience was incredible. 

DD: Do you think you are the hardest band around? 

L: Attitude wise? Anybody who knows us knows we are a bunch of 
goof balls. The worst thing we hate as a band are bullies mostly 
bouncers [and] jocks. We are nothing like that. People assume we are 
tough guys or something. Put it this way, we are only tough when we 
absolutely have to be and you don’t want to see that side of us. 1 hate 
that whole attitude. Musically, I don’t give a fuck. We bury any band 
out there. There isn’t any band as heavy as us not to dis any other 
bands. I think we are definitely the heaviest and most brutal. 





DD: In the last >ear your style of music has gotten real popular 
Pantera. Korn, and Limp Biscuit it is almost mainstream even though 
you are not like them. The other day I turned on that Korn video. 

L: It is actually heavy riffs 

DD: Holy shit hardcore is pop music. 

L: Korn and Limp Biscuit arc giving a wrong representation and a 
wrong idea to kids. For years rock’n’roll and mainstream in general has 
become less dangerous over time. There are no other bands. You had 
the whole heavy metal phase in the 90s. MTV ruined it for everybody, 
they watered down all metal. Nothing heavy nothing dangerous nothing 
scary. You didn't have anything to play that your parents would say 
turn that shit off! So what happened hip 

hop took over. Hip hop and rap became the new rock’n’roll because it 
was dangerous and it scared kids parents. Mid western white kids 
parents are terrified of it. That took over the danger of rock’n’roll. The 
only cool thing about Korn and Limp Biscuit at least they are playing 
sort of heavy riffs. But bands like that think they feel they have to 
incorporate a whole hip hop thing to sell it. 

DD: Do you think it is the bands or are they pushed by the labels? 

L: I think it is the bands that incorporated it and the label 
all of a sudden picked it up and blew it up. You had the grunge thing 
Pearl Jam, Alice in Chains, Nirvana, Soundgarden. After that whole 
thing died there was nothing. The whole industry did not know what to 
put out what was gonna be the big thing as far as white guitar bands. In 
one way, as Limp Biscuit, Korn at least they bring back heavy guitars 
to MTV. But at the same time everybody is calling it new metal. New 
metal? There is not one metal element except they play guitars and use 
distortion and Marshall stacks. Its hip hop beats with metal guitar riffs. 
Hatebreed, we want to be the band that brings it back! 

DD: You guys would not hesitate to signing to a major label? 

L: If Sony came knockin’ on my door I would sign in a second. 
Seriously, I have no qualms about it. The bottom line is Hatebreed will 
always be Hatebreed. We are always gonna be hard and brutal. We are 
not gonna pull the Metallica four or five albums down the line all of a 
sudden start wearing black nail polish and doing country songs. 

DD: What do you do when you are not playing? 

L: I work and play shows and everybody in the band does the same - 
except for Jamie, he has a clothing store music store in 
downtown Wallingford called Subterranean Music. When he isn’t in 
the band he is doing that. That is his work. We practice a few nights a 
week and hang out with our girlfriends. 

DD: What are the coolest bands you have played with that you were 
happy about getting a gig with? 

L: Slayer. We played with them in Rochester, New York in October 
98 that was above and beyond tops! Kerry King from Slayer has all our 
albums knows all the songs. Him and Tom Aria stood on stage singing 
those songs. I am watching him sing our songs looking over and saying 
this is Slayer, this is surreal! It is not real! Standing on stage watching 
them playing is mind blowing. They are the tightest loudest heaviest 
most brutal band that ever played. We got to hang out with them and 
party with them the rest of the night them telling us ridiculous tour 
stories when they were young. It was an all out incredible experience. 
That was probably the best band. 

DD: They are nice guys. 

L: Tom Aria is totally burnt out all he does is puff weed and hang out 
and chill and bullshit with people. 

All of them are great. Other bands for touring - we love to tour with 
Earth Crisis, we love touring with Madball, we love touring with 
Scarhead. We have the best fun with those bands. People bug out when 
it’s like Hatebreed and Earth Crisis how could they get along? Earth 
Crisis are the most down to earth straight up fuckin guys. We always 
have awesome times with those bands. 

DD: Earth Crisis never get on your case. 

L: They love it. Karl the singer sits there and eggs us on. 

I he last time we went out with them a few months ago, seriously ‘I 
just wanna see girls crying, men bleeding , broken furniture’ he loves it. 
The rest of them hang out with us in the bar even Karl hangs out in the 
bar. They are all regular guys they’re just straightedge, they don’t 
drink, they are vegans. 

DD: Any favorite new bands in the scene around here? 

L: There is a shortage of good bands - Death Threat my friend’s band 
I used to play with them fora while. They are incredible. Buried Alive 
from Buffalo our friends who just signed to Victory. That’s about it. 
Kids are not as into it the way they used to be. 

DD: How many injuries do you think you have caused at shows? Do 
you have any regrets? 
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Lou - No. (laughs) Sometimes I feel bad. We have had in four years we 
been playing -- there has got to be fifty or sixty broken limbs, bones, 
one ear pulled off in Pearl Street, North Hampton. That is why they 
won’t do shows anymore. 

DD: Someone’s ear was pulled off? 

L: Yanked right off right in front of me. The kid stage dove. It only 
takes five pound of pressure to take an ear off. It doesn't take much at 
all. He grabbed on the side of the kids head and swung around and I 
just seen blood. They cleared out the area and the bouncer came out 
with a latex glove and picked up the ear carried it out. I don't really feel 
that bad because everybody knows what you are in for if you come to 
one of our shows. Even when I see people getting hurt half the time I 

see people with bloody noses smiling, kids love it. That is what is the 
magic of Hatebreed. Kids come and totally brutalize each other. 

I never see people react to bands the same way people react to us. I 
seen girls pull their hair out clawing their faces and screaming the 
words, spit flying it is ridiculous. 

DD: The famous Dumpster Dive question - ever find anything good 
in the garbage or trash? 

L: When I was little there was a store by my house. Once a month for 
some reason they would have tons and tons of pom. I knew the 
complete female anatomy when I was six, seven. When you are that 
age that shit is as good as gold it might as well be money. 

DD: Where did you keep that pom? 

L: Always in the mattress. 

DD: In your room? 

L: Gotta be in the room keep it close. I never understand kids who hid 
shit in other parts of the house. It is too much chance someone would 
snoop around. Your room is your best bet. 

DD: Do you think your mom knew you had it? 

L: You know in all the years? I know she did find pom in my room 
when I was 13 when she changed my sheets they were gone. Its 
amazing to me all those years that never happened. She always changed 
my sheets every week. Maybe she saw it and left it. 

DD: The same thing was with me. I hid it and l don't think I was 
hiding my pom that well but mom never said anything. She must have 
made my bed once and a while I think she knew. Yeah I found Playboy 
magazines thrown out in these apartments. 

L: I grew up in a liberal household. It was laid back whatever! She 
thought it was not that big of a deal. I can honestly say I am a 
completely upstanding normal citizen who viewed pornography from 
an early age and turned I out just fine. Dumpsters are treasure troves it 
is amazing what you find in dumpsters. 

DD: Being in a band from Connecticut you definitely have done more 
than most what do you have to say about it 

L: A lot of bands paved our way anytime in an interview when they 
mention Connecticut. If it wasn’t for those bands before us we would 
have never done it. I always gotta give props out to Joe Diaz -- Lost 
Generation, you guys Seizure way back in the day. 

DD: We taught you how not to do it and you did it the right way. 

L: No those were the first bands I heard. Guys like you and all the 
older guys those were the first bands I heard when I got into hardcore. 
When I first started going to the Anthrax those were the bands I got 
turned onto cause you were a local band 
DD: Any last words to young kids starting a band? 

L: Just tour. Play as much as you can. Practice as much as you can. 

Play shows. Too many bands have a misconception they will play in a 
garage and get discovered. The whole trick to getting successful is 
touring. Quit your [job] dump your girlfriends, leave your apartment, 
disown your parents just get in a van go on the road and tour. If you are 
not capable of doing that don’t even bother being in a band.

JOHN COLTRANE 

Selections from the Classic Quartet - Complete Impulse! Studio 
Recordings 

Impulse! 

(Guest Reviewer: Andy Winnick!) 

Saxophonist John Coltranc was one of the most innovative and 
influential jazz musicians of all time His work influenced not only 
other jazz musicians but rock musicians as well In listening to his 
composition called India, we hear the source of The Byrds hit song 
Eight Miles He was also a big influence on Michael Bloomfield of 
the Butterfield Blues Band on their East/West album, which in turn 
influenced many of the up and coming bands of the late 60’s and and 
psychedelic music in particular The cd compilation includes nine 
tracks taken from a sixty six track box set put out by Impulse! While 
the quality of the music is unquestionably high, I would have to 
question the particular selections which were used for this particular 
comp given the vast amount of recorded material available. It seems 
as though they were trying to take a sort of safe route and include 
selections that would wound good in a shopping mall so that 
customers would not have to think too much This is the type of 
thinking that has marginalized jazz into a type of easy listening 
category and prevented it from reaching the ears of listeners who 
would like to har something more adventurous or bascially 
something with more balls. As far as the box set goes, just as the 
title says, it includes everything he recorded within the time frame of 
his most famous quartet, comprised of McCoy Tyner, Jimmy 
Garrison and Elvin Jones. Some selections may also include Eric 
Dolphy and Roy Haynes. It originally was released on 18 different 
albums, and like many box sets probably includes unreleased 


material and undoubtably cost a bundle So what does this mean for 
the music fan who may be curious but doesn’t want to plop down the 
big bucks for something this vast? Well, everyone knows that these 
box sets are really for commited fans anyway so mabye we can 
streamline this mess into something a little more manageable If I 
were to start a John Coltrane collection from scratch, I would 
probably want his Giant Steps album on Atlantic first. Then on 
Impulse! Get A Love Supreme. If you’re still interested, the album 
Impressions has the composition India. Coltrane also recorded 
albums with Miles Davis and Thelonious Monk The albums tword 
the later sixties are much more avante garde such as Ascension and 
Meditations So what does this have to do with punk rock? Well 
Coltrane did go against the grain of what was being accepted in the 
mainstream and Miles Davis once said that he was the fastest and 
loudest saxophonist he had ever heard What’s the difference 
anyway? He was great!
